The ordinance to regu late the erec 
tlo n o f bu ildings in this city is pr&ctl 
ca lly a dead letter and m ight as well 
he erased from the ordinance books 
fo r all the attention that is paid to i t 
Ev ery person knows that a great 
£ ea l o f bu ilding was done in the city 
la st y ear, bu t few permits were taken 
o u t 
The ordinance on the su bject is as 
follows: 
"No person or persons shall erect or 
pla ce any bu ilding, or part of 
any 
building ; or any addition to any bu ild­ 
ing within the corporate limits of said 
city u nless the ou ter walls thereof be 
ma de of brick and mortar, or of stone 
a nd mo rta r, or of iron, 
backed 
by 
brick o r stone and mortar with lateral 
wa ils, ex tending a t least 
10 
inches 
a bo v e the roof, and the roof thereof 
be co v ered with fireproof material, u n 
lea s such person or persons shall first 
obtain the 
consent of cou ncil. 
Per 
mitfl for the erection, or material al 
tera tio n, of wooden bu ildings within 
a a ld territory shall be granted, where 
In the opinion of cou ncil, It wou ld not 
be detrimental to the adjacent or con­ 
tigu ou s property owners, and 
which 
permits mu st be in writing and signed 
by the clerk.” 
“It shall be u nlawfu l for any person 
o r persons to erect, or begin to erect 
a ny dwelling or storeroom, or 
other 
bu ilding or bu ildings, su bject to tax a­ 
tion withou t informing city clerk in 
what ward said bu ilding is to be loca­ 
ted, whether brick or frame dwelling, 
o r store room, or for what pu rpose 
said bu ilding is to be u sed, the proba­ 
ble cost of same and u pon what lot 
o r part of said lot said bu ilding is to 
be located, and obtaining a permit as 
requ ired elsewhere in this ordinance. 
"Ev ery permit issu ed by said clerk 
shall show in what ward said bu ild­ 
ing is located, and for what pu rpose 
said bu ilding is to be u sed, the proba­ 
ble cost of the same. Said clerk shall 
keep an accu rate record of same and 
fu rnish the assessor of each ward a 
detailed statem ent of same 
by 
the 
third Monday of April of each y ear.”

the city clerk shall be notified in case 
a bu ilding is bu rned. 
A penalty of $10 is prov ided for fail­ 
ing to comply w ith the ordinance.

You will no­ 
tice that after one person kills himself 
with acid there follows a long list of 
acid su icides. 
It is the same with any 
u nu su al method. 
One person gets u p 
original way , and that inspires the 
■ex t one to try his hand u ntil we hav e 
a whole series of su ch grewsome nov ­ 
elties. 
"I hav e prov ed tills theory . 
Sev eral 
y ears ago I was discu ssing this featu re 
of su icide with sev eral friends, inclu d­ 
ing the coroner. 
They ridicu led my 
theory . 
I offered to prov e it. 
It hap­ 
pened that shooting and hanging wt re 
popu lar Ju st then. 
I wrote an article 
for a newspaper on the horrors of 
strangu lation and pistol wou nds and 
ex plained the ease with which one 
cou ld kill himself with pru ssic acid. 
Death from pru ssic acid, y ou know, is 
absolu tely instantaneou s and, many be­ 
liev e, painless. 
There had not been a 
su icide with this acid for more than a 
y ear, bu t within a week after the arti­ 
cle was pu blished there were fou r, and 
one of the u nfortu nates had clippings 
of my article In his pocket. 
“Of cou rse I was accu sed of killing 
these fou r by su ggestion, bu t I was 
nev er arrested and do not feel gu ilty , 
for when once a person has decided to 
kill himself the method is a slight m at­ 
ter. 
No person In his right mind will 
commit su icide. 
We all know in ou r 
sane moments of easy way s to end life, 
bu t w hen In the su icidal frame of mind 
natu re seems to rob u s of ou r reason in 
this direction, as If in a desperate hope 
of prev enting the sacrifice.”—New York 
Mail and Ex press.

MNo person or persons shall erect or 
place any building, or part of

building; or any addition to any build­ 
ing within the corporate limits of said 
city unless the outer walls thereof be 
made of brick and mortar, or of stone 
and mortar, or of iron, 
backed 
by 
brick or stone and mortar with lateral 
walls, extending at least 
IO 
inches 
above the roof, and the roof thereof 
he covered with fireproof material, un- 
laps such person or persons shall first 
obtain the 
consent of council. 
Per 
for the erection, or material al­ 
teration, of wooden buildings within 
said territory shall be granted, where 
In the opinion of council, it would not 
be detrimental to the adjacent or con­ 
tiguous property owners, and 
which 
permits must be in writing and signed 
by the clerk." 
"It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to erect, or begin to erect 
any dwelling or storeroom, or 
other 
building or buildings, subject to taxa­ 
tion without informing city clerk in 
what ward said building is to be loca­ 
ted, whether brick or frame dwelling, 
or store room, or for what purpose 
said building is to be used, the proba­ 
ble cost of same and upon what lot 
or part of said lot said building is to 
he located, and obtaining a permit as 
required elsewhere in this ordinance. 
"Every permit issued by said clerk

“When 
a man gets in that condition where he 
wants to die, he has little inventive 
ability and adopts the method that has 
beeu brought to his mind. You will no­ 
tice that atter one person kills himself 
with acid there follows a long list of 
acid suicides. It is the same with any 
unusual method. 
One person gets up 
original way, and that Inspires the 
text one to try his hand until we have 
a whole series of such grewsome nov­ 
elties. 
“I have proved this theory. Several 
years ago I was discussing this feature 
of suicide with several friends, includ­ 
ing the coroner. 
They ridiculed my 
theory. 
I offered to prove It. 
It hap­ 
pened that shooting and hanging were 
popular just then. 
I wrote an article 
for a newspaper on the horrors of 
strangulation and pistol wounds and 
explained the ease with which one 
could kill himself with prussic acid. 
Death from prussic acid, yon know, is 
absolutely Instantaneous and, many be­ 
lieve, painless. There bad not been a 
suicide with this acid for more than a 
year, but within a week after the arti­ 
cle was published there were four, and 
one of the unfortunates had clippings 
of my article In bls pocket. 
"Of course I was accused of killing 
these four by suggestion, but I was 
never arrested and do not feel guilty, 
for when once a person has decided to 
kill himself the method Is a slight mat­ 
ter. 
No person In his right mind will 
commit suicide. 
We all know In our 
sane moments of easy ways to end life, 
but when in the suicidal frame of mind 
nature seems to rob us of our reason In 
tbls direction, as lf In a desperate hope 
of preventing the sacrifice."—New York 
Mail and Express.

“It shall be unlawful for any person

building or buildings, subject to taxa­ 
tion without inform ing city clerk in 
w hat ward said building is to be loca­ 
ted, w hether brick or fram e dwelling, 
o r store room, or for w hat purpose 
said building is to be used, the proba­ 
ble cost of sam e and upon w hat lot 
or part of said lot said building is to 
be located, and obtaining a perm it as 
required elsew here in this ordinance. 
“Every perm it issued by said clerk 
shall show in what ward said build­ 
ing is located, and for what purpose 
said building is to be used, the proba­ 
ble cost of the same.

You will no­ 
tice that utter one person kills himself 
with acid there follows a long list of 
acid suicides. 
It is the same with any 
unusual method. 
One person gets up 
original way, and that Inspires the 
text one to try his hand until we have 
a whole series of such grewsotne nov­ 
elties. 
“I have proved this theory. 
Several 
years ago I was discussing this feature 
of suicide with several friends. Includ­ 
ing the coroner. 
They ridiculed my 
theory. 
I offered to prove it. 
It hap­ 
pened that shooting and banging were 
popular just then. 
I wrote an article 
for a newspaper on the horrors of 
strangulation and pistol wounds and 
explained the ease with which one 
could kill himself with prussic acid. 
Death from prussic acid, you know, is 
absolutely Instantaneous and, many be­ 
lieve. painless. 
There bad not been a 
suicide with this acid for more than a 
year, but within a week after the arti­ 
cle was published there were four, and 
one of the unfortunates had clippings 
of my article In his pocket. 
“Of course I was accused of killing 
these four by suggestion, but I was 
never arrested and do not feel guilty, 
for when once a person has decided to 
kill himself the method Is a slight m at­ 
ter. 
No person In his right mind will 
commit suicide. 
We all know In our 
sane moments of easy ways to end life, 
but when In the suicidal fram e of mind 
nature seems to rob us of our reason in 
this direction, as If In a desperate hope 
of preventing the sacrifice.**—New York 
Mail and Express.

W hat a sugges­ 
tive picture it was when one had ex­ 
plained to him w hat occurred in that 
steam boat cabin. 
Assassination al­ 
ways kills the wrong man, 
and 
a 
worse deed than the taking off of such 
a president cannot be imagined. Well 
may the nation celebrate the anniver­ 
sary of the birthday of the most re­ 
nowned man of the nineteenth 
and 
tw entieth centuries, who once said of 
himself: “Of course, when I came of 
age I did not know much; still, some­ 
how I could read, w rite and cipher to 
the rule of three, but that was all. I 
have not been to school since. 
The 
little advance I now have upon 
this 
store of education I have picked 
up 
from tim e to tim e under the pressure 
of necessity.” 


Henry W. Grady was right when he 
corrected me at the Delmonico dinner, 
and said: 
“The typical American has 
come, and he was Abraham Lincoln!” 


The president was the saddest look­ 
ing man I ever saw. He had a far­ 
away look. He evidently, while stand­ 
ing under the fire of 
an 
address 
which was being made to him, saw 
the battle fields and hospitals and con­ 
flagrations and national bereavem ent 
One of his great trials was that of be­ 
ing subjected to advice by people of 
all sorts who had no qualification for 
giving advice. When one of our party 
asked for his autograph, he cheerfully 
gave it, asking, “Is this all I can do 
for you?” 
At th at tim e he was the 
most abused man in America. Today 
he is the most admired man in all our 
country’s history, with the exception 
of Washington. 
My friend, the late 
Henry W. Grady, then the editor of the 
Atlanta 
Constitution, and a typical 
Southerner, startled the north with his 
appreciation of Abraham Lincoln. It 
was at a New England dinner at Del- 
monico’s, New York, ten or fifteen 
years ago. I had in my rem arks spo­ 
ken of the typical American, and that 
he would appear 50 or 75 years from 
then, and that he would be a com­ 
pound of many nationalities, that he 
would have all the best 
of 
their 
characteristics Mr. Grady 
following, 
said: 
“Mr. Talmage has spoken 
of 
the great American as coming 50 or 
75 years from now. 
Gentlemen, 
I 
have to tell you th at 
the 
typical 
American has come. 
He was Abra­ 
ham Lincoln!” The effect was electric. 
That sentiment uttered by a Northern 
man would not have had such an ef­ 
fect, but it was uttered by a Southern 
man, whose father fought and died on 
the Southern side. The whole world 
now loves the memory of Abraham 
Lincoln. 
He 
was the impersonation 
of kindness. 
On my desk as I made 
this paragraph is a letter in his own 
handwriting. 
It was yesterday 
pre­ 
sented to us by a friend. It was w rit­ 
ten before the days of typewriting, 
and is in Mr. Lincoln’s own penman­ 
ship. 
The M ethodist conference 
as­ 
sembled in Baltimore had passed 
a 
resolution of encouragement and sent 
it to Mr. Lincoln, and this is his re­ 
ply: 
“Gentlemen—In response to 
your 
address, allow me to attest the accu­ 
racy of its historical statem ents; 
in­ 
dorse the sentim ent it expresses and 
sure promise It gives. 
“Nobly sustained as the government 
has been by all the churches, I would 
utter nothing which m ight in the least 
appear invidious 
against 
any. 
Yet 
without chis it may fairly be said that 
the Methodist Episcopal church, 
not 
less devoted than the rest, is, by its 
greater numbers, the most im portant 
of all. It is no fault in others th at the 
Methodist church sends more soldiers 
to the field, more nurses to the hospi­ 
tal, and more players to heaven than 
any. God bless the M ethodist church 
—bless all the churches, and blessed 
be God, who, in this our great trial, 
glveth us the churches. 
“A. LINCOLN.” 
May 18, 1864. 
There is in the chirography of this 
letter a calmness, a confidence, and a 
clearness which give no suggestion of 
the horrors through which the country 
was then passing. Every comma, semi­ 
colon, and period is in the right place. 
Abraham Lincoln was a Presbyterian, 
yet in this letter he especially compli­ 
ments another denomination, and asks 
for the divine blessings on all the de­ 
nominations.

lowed into his room a committee who 
had come to W ashington to tell the 
president how to conduct the war. We 
do not know who the committee was. 
The president was the saddest look­ 
ing man I ever saw. He had a far­ 
away look. He evidently, while stand­ 
ing under the fire of 
an 
address 
which was being made to him, saw 
the battle fields and hospitals and con­ 
flagrations and national bereavement. 
One of his great trials was that of be­ 
ing subjected to advice by people of 
all sorts who had no qualification for 
giving advice. When one of our party 
asked for his autograph, he cheerfully 
gave it. asking, “Is this all I can do 
for you?” 
At th at tim e he was the 
most abused man in America. Today 
he Is the most admired man in all our 
country’s history, with the exception 
of Washington. 
My friend, the late 
Henry W. Grady, then the editor of the 
Atlanta 
Constitution, and a typical 
Southerner, startled the north with his 
appreciation of Abraham Lincoln. It 
was at a New England dinner at Del- 
monico’s, 
New 
York, ten or fifteen 
years ago. I had in my rem arks spo­ 
ken of the typical American, and that 
he would appear 50 or 75 years from 
then, and 
that 
he would be a com­ 
pound of many nationalities, that he 
would have all the best 
of 
their 
characteristics Mr. Grady 
following, 
said: 
“Mr. Talmage has spoken 
of 
the great American as coming 50 or 
75 years 
from 
now. 
Gentlemen, 
I 
have to tell you that 
the 
typical 
American has come. 
He was Abra­ 
ham Lincoln!” The effect was electric. 
That sentiment uttered by a Northen 
man would not have had such an ef­ 
fect, but it was uttered by a Southern 
man, whose father fought and died on 
the Southern side. 
The whole world 
now loves the memory of Abraham 
Lincoln. 
He 
was the impersonation 
of kindness. 
On my desk as I made 
this paragraph is a letter in his owrn 
handwriting. 
It was yesterday 
pre­ 
sented to us by a friend. It was w rit­ 
ten before the days of typewriting, 
and is in Mr. Lincoln’s own penman­ 
ship. 
The Methodist conference 
as­ 
sembled in Baltimore had passed 
a 
resolution of encouragement and sent 
it to Mr. Lincoln, and this is his re­ 
ply: 
“Gentlemen—In response to 
your 
address, allow me to attest the accu­ 
racy of its historical statem ents; 
in­ 
dorse the sentim ent it expresses and 
sure promise it gives. 
“Nobly sustained as the government 
has been by all the churches, I would 
utter nothing which might in the least 
appear invidious 
against 
any. 
Yet 
without chis it may fairly be said that 
the Methodist Episcopal church, 
not 
less devoted than the rest, is, by its 
greater numbers, the most im portant 
of all. It is no fault in others that the 
Methodist church sends more soldiers 
to the field, more nurses to the hospi­ 
tal, and more players to heaven than 
any. God bless the Methodist church 
—bless all the churches, and blessed 
be God, who, in this our great trial, 
giveth us the churches. 
“A. LINCOLN.” 
May 18, 1864. 
There is in the chirography of this 
letter a calmness, a confidence, and a 
clearness which give no suggestion of 
the horrors through which the country 
was then passing. Every comma, semi­ 
colon. and period is in the rieht place. 
Abraham Lincoln was a Presbyterian, 
yet in this letter he especially compli­ 
ments another denomination, and asks 
for the divine blessings on all the de­ 
nominations. 
There 
will 
prohab’y 
never be another Abraham Lincoln. 


Lincoln, General G rant and 
himself 
sat during the 
darkest time of the 
civil war. 
The picture was nothing 
as a work of art, but General Sherman 
kept it to bring to mind what was said 
in that interview. 
He told me that 
Pre ident Lincoln exclaimed in a great 
outburst of grief: “I cannot stand it 
any longer, this bloodshed; how can 
we stop this w ar?” 
W hat a sugges­ 
tive picture it was when one had ex­ 
plained to him w hat occurred in that 
steam boat cabin. 
Assassination al­ 
ways kills the wrong man, 
and 
a 
worse deed than the taking off of such 
a president cannot be imagined. Well 
may the nation celebrate the anniver­ 
sary of the birthday of the most re­ 
nowned man of the nineteenth 
and 
tw entieth centuries, who once said of 
himself: “Of course, when I came of 
age I did not know much; still, some­ 
how I could read, write and cipher to 
the rule of three, but that was all. 
I 
have not been to school since. 
The 
little advance I now have upon 
this 
store cf education I have picked 
up 
from time to tim e under the pressure 
of necessity.” 
Henry W. Grady was right when he 
corrected me at the Delmonico dinner, 
and said: 
“The typical American has 
come, and he was Abraham Lincoln!”

Gage received a number of Inquiries 
In regard to his recent action as to 
Russian sugars, and he sent answers 
substantially as follows: 
“In reply to your letter of the 16th 
toBtn relative to countervailing duty 
sn Russian sugars, I have to inform 
you that, after careful consideration 
at the effects of the Russian law and 
regulations upon the price of that 
Fnnmodity 
for 
home 
consumption 
and the price for exportation, as ex­ 
emplified In reports from our consu­ 
lar officers in Russia, this department 
bas arrived at the conclu&ion that 
Itussia Indirectly pays or bestows a 
bounty on the export of sugars with­ 
in the meaning of section 5 of the act 
of July 24, 1897, and consequently 
that It was my duty under the law 
to proclaim the net amounts of such 
bounties for the assessment of add! 
tional duties, which was done by de­ 
partments circular No. IO, of Feb. 14. 
1901. 
•‘It Is to be regretted that the Rus­ 
sian minister of finance should have 
considered this action in the light of 
a discrimination on our part against 
the Russian commerce, as stated Iii 
our recent dally press, and have with­ 
drawn from our imports Into Russia 
the privileges 
of 
the 
conventional 
tariff of that country, to which the 
United States is entitled under ‘the 
most favored nation clause* in our 
treaty of commerce and navigation 
with Russia of 1882. 
“The allegation 
of 
discrimination 
appears to be unfounded in view of 
the fact th at sugars 
coming from 
ether bounty paying countries, such 
as France, Germany, Belgium, 
the 
Netherlands, etc., are subjected to ad­ 
ditional duties under said section 5, 
and that, unless the above stated con­ 
clusion of this departm ent Is reversed 
by a competent tribunal, the exemp­ 
tion of Russian sugars 
from addi­ 
tional duty would rightly be regarded 
by the other bonity paying countries 
as a discrimination against them and 
In favor of Russia. 
“It Is hoped that upon proper pre­ 
sentation of the m atter to the Rus­ 
sian govern.nent by our department 
of state the reputed order of the Rus­ 
sian minister of finance will be re­ 
voked.”

The ordinance to regulate the erec* 
ti on of buildings in this city is practi­ 
cally a dead letter and might as well 
be erased from the ordinance books 
for all the attention that is paid to it 
Every person knows that a great 
£eal of building was done in the city 
last year, but few permits were taken 
out 
The ordinance on the subject is as 
follows: 
“No person or persons shall erect or 
place any building, or part of 
any 
building; or any addition to any build­ 
ing within thu corporate limits of said 
city unless the outer walls thereof be 
made of brick and mortar, or of stone 
and m ortar, or of iron, 
backed 
by 
brick or stone and m ortar with latera 
walls, extending at least 
IO 
inches 
above the roof, and the roof thereof 
be covered with fireproof m aterial, un 
less such person or persons shall first 
obtain the 
consent of council. 
Per 
mite for the erection, or m aterial a1 
teration, of wooden buildings within 
said territory shall be granted, where 
In the opinion of council, it would not 
be detrim ental to the adjacent or con­ 
tiguous property owners, and 
which 
perm its must be in writing and signed 
by tho clerk.” 
"It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to erect, or begin to erect 
any dwelling or storeroom, or 
other 
building or buildings, subject to taxa­ 
tion without Informing city clerk in 
what ward said building is to be loca­ 
ted, whether brick or frame dwelling, 
or store room, or for what purpose 
said building is to be used, the proba­ 
ble cost of same and upon what lot 
or part of said lot said building is to 
be located, and obtaining a permit as 
required elsewhere in this ordinance. 
"Every permit issued by said clerk 
shall show in what ward said build­ 
ing is located, and for what purpose 
said building is to be used, the proba­ 
ble cost of tho same. Said clerk shall 
keep an accurate record of same and 
furnish the assessor of each ward a 
detailed statem ent of same 
by 
the 
third Monday of April of each year.” 
The ordinance also 
provides 
that 
the city clerk shall be notified in case 
a building is burned. 
A penalty of $10 is provided for fail­ 
ing to comply with the ordinance.

How D eaperate Persons Adopt Pre* 
v ailin g Styles of Destruction. 
“The remarkable methods several sui­ 
cides have adopted in this city recently 
call attention to the fact that methods 
of self destruction are largely matters 
of suggestion,” said a doctor. 
"When 
a man gets in that condition where he 
wants to die, he has little inventive 
ability and adopts the method that bas 
been brought to his mind. You will no­ 
tice that utter one person kills himself 
With acid there follows a long list of 
acid suicides. 
It is the same with any 
unusual method. 
One person gets up 
original way, and tliat inspires the 
ext one to try his hand until wre have 
a whole series of such grewsome nov­ 
elties. 
"I have proved this theory. 
Several 
years ago I was discussing this feature 
of suicide with several friends, includ 
Ing the coroner. 
They ridiculed my 
theory. 
I offered to prove it. 
It hap­ 
pened that shooting and hanging wi re 
popular Just then. 
I wrote an article 
for a newspaper on the horrors of 
strangulation and pistol wounds and 
explained the ease with which one 
could kill himself with prussic acid. 
Death from prussic acid, you know, is 
absolutely Instantaneous and, many be­ 
lieve. painless. 
There bad not been a 
suicide with this acid for more than a 
year, but within a week after the arti­ 
cle was published there were four, and 
one of the unfortunates had clippings 
of my article in his pocket. 
"Of course I was accused of killing 
these four by suggestion, but I was 
never arrested and do not feel guilty, 
for when once a person has decided to 
kill himself the method Is a slight mat­ 
ter. 
No person In his right mind will 
commit suicide. 
We all know in our 
sane moments of easy ways to end life, 
but when In the suicidal frame of mind 
nature seems to rob us of our reason in 
this direction, as if In a desperate hope 
of preventing the sacrifice.”—New York 
Mail and Express.

IN REMEMBRANCE OF LINCOLN 
By Rev. T. De Witt Talmage.

The first time we saw him, we fol- steamboat cabin in which President 


lowed into his room a committee who Lincoln, General Grant and 
himself 


had com e to Washington to tell the 


president how to conduct the war. We 


do not know who the committee was. 
The president was the saddest look­ 
ing man I ever saw. He had a far­ 
away look. He evidently, while stand­ 
ing under the fire of 
an 
address 
which was being made to him, saw 
the battle fields and hospitals and con­ 
flagrations and national bereavement. 
One of his great trials was that of be­ 
ing subjected to advice by people of 
all sorts who had no qualification for 
giving advice. When one of our party 
asked for his autograph, he cheerfully 
gave it, asking, “Is this all I can do 
for you?” 
At that time he was the 
most abused man in America. 
Today 
he is the most admired man in all our 
country’s history, with the exception 
of Washington. 
My friend, the late 
Henry W. Grady, then the editor of the 
Atlanta 
Constitution, and a typical; 
Southerner, startled the north with his 
appreciation of Abraham Lincoln. It 
was at a New England dinner at Del- 
monico's, 
New 
York, ten or fifteen 
years ago. 
I had in my remarks spo­ 
ken of the typical American, and that 
he would appear 50 or 75 years from 
then, and 
that 
he would be a com ­ 
pound of many nationalities, that he 
would have all the best 
of 
their 
characteristics Mr. Grady 
following, 
said: 
“Mr. Talmage has spoken 
of 
the great American as coming 50 or 
75 years 
from 
now. 
Gentlemen, 
I 
have to tell you that 
the 
typical 
American has come. 
He was Abra­ 
ham Lincoln!” The effect was electric. 
That sentiment uttered by a Northen 
man would not have had such an ef­ 
fect, but it was uttered by a Southern 
man, whose father fought and died on 
the Southern side. 
The whole world 
now loves the memory of Abraham 
Lincoln. 
He 
was the impersonation 
of kindness. 
On my desk as I made 
this paragraph is a letter in his own 
handwriting. 
It was yesterday 
pre­ 
sented to us by a friend. It was writ­ 
ten before the days of typew riting, 
and is in Mr. Lincoln’s own penman­ 
ship. 
The Methodist conference 
as­ 
sembled in Baltimore had passed 
a 
resolution of encouragement and sent 
it to Mr. Lincoln, and this is his re­ 
ply: 
“Gentlemen—In response to 
your 
address, allow me to attest the accu­ 
racy of its historical statements; 
in­ 
dorse the sentiment it expresses and 
sure promise it gives. 
“Nobly sustained as the government 
has been by all the churches, I would 
utter nothing which might in the least 
appear invidious 
against 
any. 
Yet 
withom chis it may fairly be said that 
the Methodist Episcopal church, 
not 
less devoted than the 
rest, is, by its 
greater numbers, the most important 
of all. It is no fault in others that the 
Methodist church sends more soldiers 
to the field, more nurses to the hospi­ 
tal, and more players to heaven than 
Any. God bless the Methodist church 
—-bless all the churches, and blessed 
be God, who, in this our great trial, 
giveth us the churches. 
“A. LINCOLN.” 
May 18, 1864. 
There is in the chirography of this 
letter a calmness, a confidence, and a 
clearness which give no suggestion of 
the horrors through which the country 
was then passing. Every comma, semi­ 
colon, and period is in the rieht p^ace. 
Abraham Lincoln was a Presbyterian. 
yet in this letter he especially compli­ 
ments another denomination, and asks 
for the divine blessings on all the de­ 
nominations. 
There 
will 
probab’y 
never be another Abraham Lincoln, 


sat during the 
darkest time of the 
civil war. 
The picture was nothing 
as a work of art, but General Sherman 
kept it to bring to mind what was said 
in that interview. 
He told me that 
Pre ident Lincoln exclaimed in a great 
outburst of grief: “I cannot stand it 
any longer, this bloodshed; how can 
we stop this war?” 
What a sugges­ 
tive picture it was when one had ex­ 
plained to him what occurred in that 
steamboat cabin. 
Assassination al­ 
ways kills the wrong man, 
and

•‘It is to be regretted th at the Rus­ 
sian m inister of finance should hav<« 
considered this action in the light of 
a discrim ination on our part against 
the Russian commerce, as stated in 
our recent daily press, and have w ith­ 
draw n from our im ports into Russia 
the privileges 
of 
the 
conventional 
tariff of th a t country, to which the 
United States Is entitled under ‘the 
most favored nation clause* In our 
treaty of commerce and navigation 
With Russia of 1832. 
“The allegation 
of 
discrim ination 
appears to be unfounded in view of 
the fact th at sugars 
coming from 
other bounty paying countries, such 
as France, Germany, Belgium,

Every one knows 
that honey is a liquid with no solid 
sugar in it 
After standing It gradual­ 
ly assumes a crystalline appearance 
or granulates and ultimately becomes 
a solid mass. 
Honey has been experimentally In­ 
closed in well corked flasks, some of 
'vIilch were kept in perfect darkness. 
"Idle tire others were exposed to the 
light. The result was that the portion 
oxjiosed to the light soon crystallized, 
"line tiiat kept in the dark remain'd 
unchanged. 
Hence we see why the bees are so 
careful to obscure the glass windows 
which are placed iu their hives.
